HERE has been considerable speculation as to 
what the first railway train to be run in Canada 


‘really looked like. People have exercised their ima- 
igination considerably in drawing what they thought 
it looked like but the most authentic and reliable pic- 
ture that has been preserved is the one reprotduced 
above. The original is the property of Mrs. A. J. 
Wight, of St. Johns, Que. who has kindly permitted 
it to be photographed and reproduced. It was drawn 
from careful sketches of the original engine and cars, 
and can be depended upon as giving an exact outline 
of Canada's first train, 

Interest centres in the engine which was named 
‘The Dorchester.” It is described as follows in 
Wishaw's “Railways of Great Britain and [reland”:— 
Cylinders, 9 in, in diameter, 14 in, stroke, Drive 
wheels, two pair coupled, 48 ins. diameter. Length of 
boiler, 78 ins., and 37 ins, in diameter. Length of 
fire-box 18%4 ins., width 48 ins., depth 28 ins, Total 
weight of machine in working order, 12,544 lbs, The 
cost of the engine was £1,500. 

The Dorchester was built in Stephenson’s works, 
Newcastle-on-Tyne, and came to her destination via 
New York City, the Hudson River, Lake Champlain 
and the Rickelieu River, being transported on a barge. 
In after years she was rebuilt, fitted out with a fun- 
nel, a cab, a bogey truck and a cow-catcher. She fin- 
ished her days in the service of the Lanoraje and In- 
dustry R.R., running between Lanoraie and Jolictte, 
Que., and when this railroad was absorbed by another 
the Dorchester was ruthlessly brdken up for scrap. / 

With this engine the first railway in Canada, the 
Champlain and St. Lawrence Railway, running be- 
tween St, Johns and Laprairic, Que. a distance. of 
14% miles, began operations on July 21st, 1886, when 
it was formally opened by His Excellency the Earl 
of Gosford. Owing to an accident to the engine a 
few days prior to the opening, it was thought safest 
to attach only two cars to it for the opening run.

The cost of 
each passenger car was about £1,000 and the cost of 
the road itself was estimated at £33,500. 
Commenting on the significance of the opening 
of this Canadian railway, the “Montreal Courier,” of 
July 23, 1836, a copy of which is preserved among 
ened files of the Mechanics’ Institute of Montreal, 
said:— : 
“The completion of this-new and:admirable mode 
of communication between the above’ water (the St. 
Lawrence and th@ Richelieu) is the first event of 
the kind that falls-to be recorded in the annals of 
this province, and judging from the’ onward march 
of the spirit among us, it may be considered only the 
first of a series of railways that: will be the neces- 
sary auxiliaries to our noble lakes and rivers in 
fostering the vast commerce of which’ this province 
is destined to be the seat.”

A Pest 


The Hanna Herald hag the follow- 
ing to say about damage wrought by 
the crow: Is the cro wto become the 
next great pest 6f this country? If 
present numbers count for anything, 
we believe that this old bird, who 
has robbed the corn field, and des- 
troyed the eggs of our valuable birds 
for centuries, will soon become one of 
the greatest pests this country has 
even known. And that time cannot be 
fay distant, unless we soon realize the 
danger ahead and take steps to guard 
against it. One has only to go into 
the country a short distance these 

. days to see hundreds of thousands of 
the common crow. The stories we 
hear of the old time wild pigeon can 
almost be surpassed by the tales of 
the present day flights of the comrion 
crow. At this time of. the year Mr. 
‘Crow is “swarming” just like the bee, 
and flights covering miles in length 
and breadth are not rare. The dam- 
age caused each year by this old bird 
cannot be estimated in dollars and 
cents. He starts out on his campaign 
of destruction as soon as he is out of 
the nest. He robs the grain field and 
the nests of our game and song birds. 
He takes a delight in robbing the 
‘game bird’s nest, and the present 
scarcity of ducks and other birds may 
‘easily be attributed to the thieving, 
miserable, cowardly crow. There is 
no denying that the situation is be- 
‘coming serious, and the sooner that 
some steps are taken to combat this 
menace, the better it will be for our 
wild game, and for the country as a 
whole. :

Speaking more particularly from the 
live stock man’s point of view, he 
should make a point of seeing as much 
of the live stock as possible nig it is 
being judged, so that he can see the 
good and the bad types and correct 
his own breeding operations accord- 
ingly. ; 

Undoubtedly, the spectator will not 
always agree with the judge as the 
best: of them make mistakes (as do 
the best of farmers) but to the dyed- 
in-the-wool ‘stock man there is no 
greater pleasure than to stand at the 
ringside and pit his opinion as to the 
meritorious animals in a class against 
that of the judge. It is well to re- 
member, however, that the judge has 
the advantage in that he is able- to 
handle the animals and, view them |. 
from al} angles and may see or feel 
something that is not evident to the 
man atthe ringside. 


The management of fairs and exhi- 
bitions should endeavor to plan the 
live stock judging program so that too 
many classes would not be going on 
at. the same time. This, of course, is 
difficult at a one or two day fair but 
comparatively easy in the case of a 
four day or a= full -week exhibition. 
Having the judging rings located 
fairly close together would help con- 
siderably for then two classes of 
stock could be followed at the same 
time fairly. intelligently. 

The program of the judging of live 
stock should be published in the press 
previous tc the dates of judging and 
on notice boards on the grounds while 
the fair is in progress so that the 
visitor may go to the ring of stock 
in which he is most interested. 

A day intelligently spent in taking 
in the above mentioned . educational 
features of the fairs or exhibitions will 
be something to look back on without 
regrets, as there is everything to gain 
and nothing to lose. On the other 
hand, the side shows and other ques: 
tionable entertainment features invar- 
jably take in, financially and otherwise 
more than they leave with the com- 
munily “and their. attendance at fairs 
and exhibitions should be discouraged 
by the deadly method of withholding 
patronage. |

morning and thrown on to one of 
Mrs. Goodhanda’s clean beds, there to 
lay until Tuesday or Wednesday. A 
substitute had to be found to teach 
the pupils. Indeed the children learn: | 
ed more from the substitute than from 
the regular teacher. 

One horrible week the family were; 
kept in a frightened state by # man 
with th D.T.’s. The children were 
afraid to go upstairs. The elders had 
to chase after him through che snow

with a team and sleigh. Many © night 
wile yells, loud songs and galloping 
horses told of the passing of a drunk: 
ard’s wagon, Some mornings parts 
of wagong or harness or at least a 
labyrinth of tracks on or around the 
bridge told of the difficulties a drunk 
man had in getting his team over the 
bridge. 

Do such things happen now There 
has been one drunk man in the three 
years stopped there, It has been 
years since anyone has mistaken the 
barn for the bridge or left a wagon 
tongue run part way into the ground 
on the side of the hill. And this fs 
the day of cars, not horses, and cars 
are more difficult to steer than horses. 
The trouble with our present system ig 
lack of law enforcement. If every citi-| 
zen did his and her duty, moonshiners 
Would not have a chance to drug them- 
selves. | 

At the time of the big fires north of 
here, the children at the Brightview 
school were playing fire, policeman, 
and everything, as they had heard it. 
One lad, who was policeman, said to 
one of the girls, “Give me a drink of 
water from your pail.'\-.“‘No," the girl ' 
answered, “We have only enough for 
ourselves.

A system of education by mail: for 
those who live in remote rural districts 
out of reach of rural schools is being

October 1st, 

The working plan has already been 
drawn up-to run through the winter 
to the end of the school year. It is 
expected that from twent7 to forty 
lessons will be given in the chse of 
each applicant for the service, and the 
work will be carried on under the 
direction and supervision of the de- 
partment. 

Correspondence courses will be con- 
ducted by the department up to grade 
VIII. Outline lessons will be furnished 
for the use of children fip to that 
grade, instruction being given by their 
mothers. Assistance will be given to 
parents undertaking this work and the 
general run of the lessons will be in 
line with the rdinary school curricu- 
lum. Readers will be furnished free 
of cost, and in respect to other text 
books the correspondence pupils will 
be on precisely the same footing as 
those in organized school districts.
